That ever memorable day, 
in which the English sol DERs diſplay d their val oun 
and BRAVERY, in a moſt ſingular and diſtinguished 
manner. The French Marshal Contades, truſting 
to his powerful Army, brought upwards of 110,00 
men into the Plains of Minden, and formed them 
in line of battle; erecting ſeveral batteries of hea- 
vy cannon in a very advantageous manner, flatter- 
ing bimſelf that he would deſtroy our ſmall Army 
of 70,000 in a short time, which he looked upon 
as only a picquet, | | 
At this time there were ſeveral detachments of 
our Army at Lipſtadt, Munſter, and other places, 
and we had no more than 50,000, that came into the 
field, but the Almighty was of our ſide, and we 
were led on by BRAVE and VALIENT COMMANDERS. % 
| The 
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The enemy opened their batteries, abont four 
o'clock, in the morning, upon the Duke's quarters, 
and the two regiments, viz. Nappier's and Kingsley's, 
who covered them, and then were on their march 
to join the line. Kingsley's on the right ſuffered 
very much, by the cannon from the battery out of 
the Firr-wood, when one of the Officers deſired 
Gen. Kingsley ta incline to the left, to shun the 
cannonading, the Gen. replied, * No, by G-, if 
there were ten thouſand batteries, he would march 
on, as that was his orders.” | 

The French Army formed about fix miles to the 
left flank of our Army, with an intent to ſurround 
a detachment of ours, under the command of Gen. 
Watgenhaim; qur Army at the ſame time marched 
with great expedition, by columns, the French 
cannonaded us all the way, did no ſmall execu- 
tion, particularly on the British infantry, who com- 
poſed the front of the columns, 1 

About ſeven we er raged with ſmall-arms; at the 
ſame time, the Gens rms of France, their Carbi- 
neers, and ſeveral more regiments of cavalry, with 
nine Saxon regiments of Grenadiers, charged us 
vith great vigour; and perceiving the British troops 
to be on. the right, kept conſtantly pouring tresh 
ſupplies of their beſt troops upon that quarter, but 
the two brave Brigades of British infantry, com- 
manded by Generals Waldegrave and Kingslev, tho' 
they ſuffered much from the enemy's cannon, kept ſo 
good and in cloſe order, not withſtanding the French 
cavalry with their fixed bayonets, and keeping ſo 
brisk a fire, that they put the enemy's lines into 
great confuſion. It was at this criſis, that General 
115 C 2 Kings- 
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Kingsley being diſmounted, having his horſe shot 
under him, was taken prifoner, when he chewed a 
very particular example, both of courage and con- 
duct; for being demanded by the enemy what rank 
he bore, he very cooly replied, a Quarter-maſter, 
upon hic being little reguarded, he foon found 
an opportunity, on the enemy being thrown into 
diſorder, of rejoining his regiment, which he un- 
dauntedly effected, between the two fires, (ene 
one of his holſter piſtols under his left arm, and 
running tilt almoſt out of breath) by ten, and by 
eleven their whote Army begun to retreat, and had 
the cavalry advanced, thevicrory that day had been 
compleat : the infantry purſued cloſely, and took

At this time their Grand Army was 
advancing towards Warburg, but finding this de- 
tachment was routed, they altered their courſe and 
encamped behind Voltmitſen; and our Army along 
the Dimel; our head quarters, Warburg, 
This evening a detachment, commandad by Ld. 
Granby, conliiting of about 20,000 followed the 
French over the Dimel, and Auguſt the firſt, in the 
morning, pitched very near themby Waldeck, That 
evening Lord Granby having intelligence that the 
enemy were advancing, he ſtruck his camp, and 
formed line of battle; alt night lay on our arms, 
and next morning, Auguſt the ſecond, reeroſſed. 
the Dimel in good order, and joined the lines by 
Warburg, This day the Grand Army of the French 
oppoſite, and in full view of us, and both Armies 
raiſed ſtrong batteries on each fide the River, The 
French ſent ſeveral detachments to endeayour to- 
croſs the Dimel, but Duke Ferdinand gave a sharp 
look out, and kept them faſt on the other fide. 
'There was nothing extraordinary happened be- 
tween the two Armies till the 22d of Auguſt. Th

Major General Griffin diſtinguished himſelf in a 
very particular manner, who is wounded. Kings- 
lyslegiment, headed by Col. Beckwith; Maxwell's 
Grenadiers, by Col. Boyd; and the Pruſſian _ 
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by Major Bulow; did their duty to perfection, and 
performed wonders. Lord George Lenox, who was 
there a volunteer, had a horſe killed under him; 
and Captain Courtney of Kingsley's Regiment, who 
commanded the advance guard, gained great ho- 
nour by this event; and all in general are extolled 
to the higheſt degree, by H. S. H. the Hereditary 
Prince: on which account H. S. H. the Duke was 
pleaſed to expreſs His intire ſatisfaction with the 
conduct of ſuch brave troops in general, and of 
every one in particular, and made the compliment 
of His moſt tincere thanks for it. This grand ex- 
ploit was executed without firing one shot, the ene- 
my being ſurprized, and the chief implement uſed 
was the bayonet, 

The ſame day we were informed, that Major 
Bulow was detached off with four ſquadrons, and 
{ix thouſand Light Infantry; they marched with all 
poſſible ſpeed, as far as Marburg, and burnt ſeveral 
magazines belonging to the enemy; deſtroy'd their 
a hole bakery, and took zoo oxen.

The 
town is very unhealthy, owing to the prodigious 
quantity of water ſpringing in every quarter from 
under it, which forms at the lower part of it a large 
river, which turns a great number of corn-mills. 
They are all Romans and Jews that inhabit the town, 
upwards 'of $40 Clergy of different orders, vix. 
Capuchins, Jeſuits, Franciſcans, Benedictines, &c. 
whoſe habits reſemble much thoſe of the Actors in 
Prury-Lane. Within three English miles of the 
town 1s a Bishop's Palace, Nixunhaus, a moſt beautiful 
building; the furniture extremely rich, outhouſes, 
gardens, and other appurtenances belonging to it; 
it is reckoned commodious, and fit for any Prince 
in Europe to reſide in. Ihe Bishop has abfconded, 
upon account of the war, and has now ſeveral 
Regiments in the Empreſs Queen's ſervice.

Marched and cantooned at Elben and Elbers- 
0 The advanced guards, conſiſting of Grena- 
diers of tlie Guards, and ſeveral detachments both 
of cavalry and infantry, under Lord Granby's com- 
mand, beſieged the Caſtle of Gottenberg, conſiſt- 
ing of near eight hundred men, ſituated on Wer 
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high hill, and very advantageous, but we got poſ- 
feſſion of the Town, notwithſtanding the enemy 
kept a continual fre upon us, to little or no effect. 
The Caſtle continued firing upon us very sharp all 
this day, and the ſame was returned with great 
ſucceſs. In the interim, Fritzlar, a large garriſon 
Town, vas beſieged by the Hereditary Prince, and 
terrible canonading all the day, with great ſucceſs. 
FerrUArY 15. This morning the garrifon of Fritz- 
Jar ſurrendred priſoners of war, which conſiſted of 
the Irish Brigades, &c. and Lord Granby ordered 
every Regiment that had loſt any men, by deſertion, 
during the Campaigns, would fend there proper 
perſons to examine if any ſuch vas in it, as it chiefly 
conſiſted of that corps. In the Town were taken 
numbers of ſtores, ammunitions, proviſions, &c., 
We loſt a great many men, the garriſon having 
made a vigorous defence. 
16. The garriton of Gottenberg ſurrendred pri- 
ſoners of war to Lord Granby, together with the 
ſtores, ammunition, &c. "The loſs on our ſide was 
inconſiderable. 
17. Marched and cantooned at Hademar, &c. 
This day we received the good neus, that on the 
zoth inſtant, Gen. Sporken attacked Monſ. de Stan- 
ville, at Borcher, near Eyſinack, and obtained a 
complete victory, having made priſoners three in- 
tire Saxon battalions. H. S. H. the Duke's quarters 
at Thaulain. Fine froſty weather 
18. Marched and cantooned at Muhlhauſen, a 
ſmall village, near Homberg, where lay in a houſe 
two companies. This was à heavy day's march, it 
being a thaw, and obliged to go over corn fields, 
| G vhereby 
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whereby we vere ſometimes up to our knees in 
mud and clay, and the horſes to their bellies, uhich 
incommoded us greatly; and to our diſadvantage 
the bridge over the River Eder was broke down by 
the late floods, and thereby compelled to paſs it at 
Neid Mclerick bridge, four English milcs below, 
near which is Wavern, a fine palace, belonging to 
the Prince of Heſſe. It is ſurpriſing to ſee with hat 
alertneſs the Officers and ſoldiers acted, in gene- 
ral, on theſe fatiguing marches; vas greatly ap- 
plauded, being always ready on the shorteſt notice. 

FEBRUAR Y 19. Marched and cantooned at Her- 
gersfeldt and Schartzenborn, another hard day's 
march; and as we paſſed by Homberg (a very good 
town) Lord Granby out of His never wanted gene- 
roſity, was pleaſed to order us bread at His own ex- 
pence, which was a ſeaſonable relief, our bread wag- 
gons not _ able to come up, owing to the bad- 
neſs of the roads. The general rendezvous between 
Schartzenborn and Hulle. 
20. Marched and cantooned at Willshauſen, &c. 
The town of Hirchfeldt taken, and the prodigious 
magazines amaſſed there by the enemy, ſet on fire;

21. Marched and cantooned at Nienkirken, v hich 
is a large town, and plenty of proviſions in it, Here

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we joined the Grenadiers and detached corps, com- 
manded by Lord Granby. 
FxkRAN 22, Marched and cantooned at Treyſa, 
Obergrensback, & c. In the former lay a conſider- 
able body of the enemy, who (as ſoon as we ap- 
proached it) retired to Zeygenhayn, a ſtrong gar- 
riſon, being ſurrounded with water, extremely well 
fortified; the forcing of it impregnable at this time, 
and a great number of cavalry and infantry in it, 
who had made all the diſpolitions imaginable ta 
make a vigorous defence; hovever, the work was 
left for another body of the Army, coming up with 
the heavy artillery to lay ſiege to it. 

Advanced poſts and patroles ordered this night, 
between us and the enemy, to prevent a ſurprize. 
A great reward offered to any one that would diſ- 
cover the perſons, vho took the bread at Nienkir- 
ken, which Lord Granby deligned to give the 
troops. 

23. This day Colonel Wrrrs was reconno'tring. 
within one mile of Zeygenhayn, and was ane 
pleaſed with the ſituation of the place. 

24, Marched and cantooned at Nieuſtadt, We 
received this day 1000 loaves of bread, the gift of 
Lord Granby, which was another ſeaſonable relief 
to the Brigade; and we hope the pravers of the 
SOLDIERY will attend HIM. 

25. Marched and cantooned at Kirkhayn, a large 
town, and very good building, about three miles 
from hence is ſituated, on a vigh hill, the town of 
Ameneberg, which commands a dclighttul proſpect 
all round the country, Here we were joined by 
the Heſſian Guards, | 
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Fzs. 26. Mached and cantooned at Schreik, Hef. 
kaim, &c. On our march on the heights, near 
Kleinſelen, we halted between two and three hours, 
till the whole of Lord Granby's corps joined, and 
then marched in order of battle. Ihe enemy had 
1 themſelves of a very advantageous poſt, 

ut upon our advancing, they evacuated it, and 
marched precipitately to the town of Marburg. which 
they quitted, and retired to the Caſtle. It is fituatcd 
very advantageously, and ſtrongly tortified, about 
400 yards from the town, which we pofſeſſed this 
afternoon. Ihe enemy ſet fire to a large magazine, 
and deftroy'd a large quantity of flour. The town 
is populous, and the chief manufacture of it is lea- 
ther. There is a curious clock, on the top of uhich 
is a cock, which eros, as a ſignal for the ſtriking 
thereof. On each ſide of the dial is erected the 
ſtatues of FAME and TIME. At every ſtroke 
of the clock, FAME ſounds a trumpet, and when 
It _ done ſtriking, TIME turns over an hour- 

laſs. | | 
, Very bad weather, and the roads exceſſive deep; 
by which means, the artillery had a great deal of 
difficulty to keep up, and the infantry marched up 
to their knees in dirt and mud. T 

27 and 28. Halted. H. S. H. the Duke deſired it 
to be made known to the men, how well He was ſa- 
tished with the reſolution and good-will they made 
theſe ſevere marches, in ſuch bad weather, and thro? 
ſuch execrable roads on this Expedition; and as 
their behaviour had given Him great pleaſure, ſo 
would He in recompence endeavour to procure them 
all the eaſe and comfort He poſſibly could on other 
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occaſions, for the fatigues they bad undergone with 
ſo much ſpirit. 

- Heskaim, Makxck 1. Col. WxIIs was pleaſed to 
make a preſent to the 'I'hird Regiment of Guards 
300 loaves, which was of great reliet to them. 

2. No perſons to go near the Caſtle at Marburg, 
as they would be expoſed to be fired upon by the 
enemy. 

3 and 4. A convention renewed, that the town 


of Wetzlar, with its appurtenances, should enjoy 


all manner of ſecurity, and not any ways moleſted 
by any perſon belonging to the two Armies, in the 
ſame manner, as in the year 1759. 

5. This morning the enemy fired ſeveral times 
at ſome of our men going to Marburg, but did no 
damage, 1 

6 and 7. This morning the trenches were open- 
ed before Zeygenhayn, and great canonading moſt 
part of the day, At this time we received news, 
that the Count de Buckeburg had demolished the 
fineſt part of the 'Town of Caſſel, the French hav- 
ing a ſtrong garriſon there,which conſiſted of 10,000 
men; they have reinforced it from Gottingen; in 
which place they have left but 700. 
S8, to 10. Halted. 

11, Marched and cantooned at Lohr, Damn, Rog- 
den, &c, This day we eroſſed the River Lohn at 
Neumuhl, which was a ftrong poſt, occupied by 
the Guards at different times tor forty-eight hours, 
and relieved by detachments of the German troops 
for the fame time alternately, At this time the 
main body. of the French Army aſſembled from 


their ſeveral cantoonments near Geiſſen and u ere 
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making all manner of preparations to receive us. 

Maren 12 and 13, A great number of deſerters 
of Fiſcher's corps, brought in with their arms and 
accoutrements, who were able-bodied men. The 
Firſt and Coldſtream Regiments were like to have 
been ſurpriſed in their cantoonments, at Damn, by 
a large body of the enemy, but being informed by 
a Miller of the ſame place, about a mile and a half 
of it, that the Guards were about 2000 ſtrong, 
they deſiſted from their attempt, and rented, 
The enemy took the Miller's ſervant, as a guide, 
and forded back with 5oo horſe; and there was a 
great number of foot which was to come over.

The French General 
ſtrictly examined the Miller and his family. Col. 
WXIIs had the curioſity to examine were they eroſ- 
ſed, and found it up to his horſe's belly.

all night and this morning. The enemy ſeemed

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Marcu 27. Lord — (always thoughtful of 
us) gave the Brigade beef and rice. An account 
brought that all the ſick in the British hoſpital, at 
Ahlsteldt, were taken priſoners.

very ſeaſonable relief to them; vhich bread was 
made by the Camp Colour-men and Boores of that 
country, according to the Colonel's order.

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Juxx 24. Marched and encamped at Soeſt, ano- 
ther large town, bolonging to the king of Pruſ- 
fia, but not fortified. Here the whole Army joined. 
Our camp conſiſted of three lines, which made a 
fine appearance. Lord Granby took the command 
of the flying Army; and encamped at ſome diſtance 
on the left of us. Several of the enemy's light 
troops appeared this morning in the tront of this 
camp, who withdrew. 

25. Halted. A Feu de Joy fired this evening, 
on account of taking the Island of Belisle. It firſt 
began with the artillery of the lying Army, tollow- 
ed by the British, and then the Hanoverlan, then 
the regimental field pieces of the firſt line, from the 
right to the left, and then from the left to the right 
of the ſecond line. The 3 then began the run- 
ning fire, upon the right of the firit line to the left 
of it, then from the left to the right of the ſecond 
line; and laſtly, from the right to the left of the 
third line, which was repeated three times; after 
which, the whole concluded with three huzzas. 
This Feu de Joy was the grandeſt as could be ſeen,

ſeveral villages. Heavy shewers of rain, which 
greatly incommoded us. Conſtant shirmishes be- 
tween our light troops and theirs, moſt part of the 
afrernoon, in which tiey were defeated. 
The main body of the French Army, was com- 
manded by the Prince de Soubieſe; and the Duke 
de Broglio, with the remainder, was on his march 
by the way of Paderborn and Lipſtadt, in order to 
come to his relief. On the place of our encamp- 
ment, the enemy had erected ſtrong batteries and 
breaſt - works, and were repeating the ſame this 
night on the heights they occupied, 

30. Ordered to be in readineſs to march, at two 
this morning, but countermanded, Continual skir- 
mishes between the light troops of each ſide, and 
nothing extraodinary happened, except a ſevere 
ſtorm of hail, as was ever ſeen by man, which ex- 
ceſſively damaged the corn and other fruits of the 
earth. Some that were meaſured, proved to be ſix 
inches in circumference. 

JuLy 1. This day the advanced Fuer had ſe- 
veral skirmishes with the enemy, but were greatly 
incommoded by a terrible ſtorm of thunder, light- 
ing, and rain. At ten o'clock at night the whole

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Army marched in three columns, unperceived by 
the enemy, till four in the morning of the ſecond. 
Halted about an hour, then marched through in- 
aeceſſible roads and woods, till eleven at night, Lay 
on our arms all night, our picquets ſtill kirmish- 
ing; killed many, and made ſeveral priſons. Lord 
Granby, according to His uſual generoſity, gave

Jury 3. Marched, early this morning, and en- 
camped about noon, at Dortmond. At this place 
is an handſom houſe, belonging to Count le Lippe, 
which was Duke Ferdinand's head quarters, To ſee 
with what ſpirit and bravery the troops marched 
theſe three days and two nights, is almoſt incredi- 
ble, being never at reſt, either marching, or lay- 
ing upon their arms the whole time. A great ſcar- 
city of proviſions prevalling, and a powerful ene- 
my (not much fatigued) taking all poſſible advan- 
tages of our wearied troops; wherein they gained 
only diſgrace, and ourſelves reaped great honour. 
4. At two o'clock this morning we marched, in 
five columns, in order to attack the enemy, who 
lay ſtrongly fortified at Una; but to our great ſur- 
y 8 they retreated in the greateſt confuſion, be- 
hind a large wood, where they planted heavy can- 
non, not Ting to face our Army with ſmall- arms.

A report being ſpread, That a ſuſpenſion of 
Ars, or a Peace, was near at hand, which was 
done by the inſinuation of. the enemy, in order to 
make us leſs diligent and attentive in our duty. It 
was recommended to us not to give credit to it, 
till H. S. H. Himſelf had declared it to us. The 
whole baggage ſent the other {ide of the River Lippe. 

14. Marched, at two in the morning, by the 
right, and encamped on our former graund, near 
Hillbeck. This was occaſioned by the enemy com- 
ing down to attack the Hereditary Prince on the 
right; and after a very sharp canonading and firing 
on both ſides, they were obliged to retire, with the 
loſs of ſeveral men left upon the ſpot. 

15. About three this afternoon, Lord Granby, 
with his corps, attacked the French five different 
times in the villages and a ſtrong incloſure of hedges, 
The enemy were obliged to retire with great loſs, 
after being engaged four hours, Ihe neceſſary in- 
ſtructions given, how our Generals and other Of- 
ficers are to behave, in caſe the enemy should at- 
tack us.

16. After having marched laſt night, till near 
four this morning, we lay upon our arms, when a 
terrible * enſued on our left, between 
12,000, commanded by Lord Granby, and 20,000 
of the enemy, commanded by Marshal de Broglio, 
at Phelinghaufen.

His brave Veterans, who drove the enemy off, and 


maintained the field, after having killed, wounded, 
and taken prifoners 12.000; amongſt the latter were 
General and other Officers, to the number of ſixty, 
and ſeveral entire battalions, beſides five Standards, 
and a great many pieces of artillery, which were all 
fent to Ham, a large garriſon town, The loſs on 
our fide did not exceed 1000 men. Soon after 
this happened, the enemy made an attempt of at- 
tacking our main body and right wing (the River 
Saitzbach being between us) and the ſeveral batte- 
ries on each fide. Canonading very briskly for ſe- 
veral hours, and finding they could not gain any 
advantage in any quarter, they retreated in great 
precipitation to an high eminence, ſtrongly fortified, 
much to their shame and confuſion, leaving num- 
bers of dead, and ſeveral cannon behind them ; 
and had they advanced ſomething further, they 
muſt undoubtedly have shared the ſame fate as 
thoſe upon the left, where the Prince of Anhault 
lay; and at the ſame time, Gen, Sporken came up 
with 15,000 men. Our fituation being fo adyan- 
tageous, ready to receive them, and the artillery 
fo well planted, that they muſt undoubtedly have 
been cut to pieces. After laying upon our arms till 
five in the afternoon, we marched and encamped 
upon our laſt ground. Thus ended the memorable 
BATTLE of this day, much to the honour of our 
brave CoMMANDExs and the different corps engaged 
therein; each Soldier minding no fatigues, deſir- 
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ous of coming to Action, and mirth and jollitry ap- 


pearing in every one's countenance. 
Jury 17. H. S. H. was pleaſed to teſtify to the 
Army His perfect eſteem for them, on account of 
the glorious vic rox gained yeſterday, and the 
countenance they bad shewn fo long a time, not- 
withſtanding the redoubled fire of both the enemy's 
artillery and muſquetry, and afterwards by the vi- 
gorous attack made upon them, by over-powering 
and driving them from their poſts. H. S. H. vas 
pleaſed alſo to declare, "That He had the utmoſt 
reaſon to be ſatisfied with the conduct and bravery of 
the Generals, Field Officers, and others, and the 
manner they diſtingutshed themſelves with their 
good-will and intrepidity: and was likewiſe pleaſed 
to acquaint the troops of what paſt on our right, 
while the left was engaged.

A ſtrong 
detachmcnt of German troops marched to relieve 
the garriſon at Warburg. 

3, to 6. Halted. 7. Marched, in five columns, 
and encamped at Volkmiſſen. 

8. to 10. Halted. 11. Marched in four columns, 
croſſed the Dimel above Warburg, and encamped 
at Borlinghauſen, | 
' 12, Marched and encamped at Henenburg. 
13. Marched and encamped at Marien Munſter. 
14. At this time the Army vas ſeperated in dif- 
ferent corps. 5 | 

15. Marched and encamped at Otenſtein. A 
skirmish happened between ſome. of our light troops 
and the enemy's, near Pyrmont, in which the lat- 
ter was defeated, and ſeveral priſoners taken. 

16. Marched and encamped at Ohr, near Ha- 
meln. Hameln, the ſtrongeſt garriſon in Hanover, 
being covered by nature with the kleid hills, and 
by the Count de Buckeburg's art, which renders it 
impregnable. It is a town of good trade, ſtately 
buildings, and ſituated on the Weſer. | 

H. S. H. the Duke was pleaſed to order a preſent 
to be made of one barrel of brandy, and 6colb. of

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Ocr. 17. A pontoon bridge thrown over the Weſer, 
and a detachment of 100 infantry poſted there, 
Lord Granby was pleaſed to permit each woman 
to draw one pound, and each child half a pound, 
of bread per day. | 

Ocr, 18, to Nov. 3. Halted. This was a plea- 
fant camp, plenty of wood and water; we made 
ourſelves huts, which proved of ſingular ſervice, 
and skreened us from the inclemency ot the weather. 

4. Marched at noon, in three columns, croſſed 
the Weſer, over pontoon bridges, and encamped at 
Hagenhauſen. | 

5. Marched, at three in the afternoon, and en- 
camped at Wickenſan; the ſignal was a ſtrong blaſt 
of pou der fired in the front of the Brunſwick Leib 
Regiment, in order that the whole might march off 
together, to keep in cloſe order, and the men were 
ordered not to make the leaſt noiſe. The enemy lay 
at Wickenſen, and finding we were advancing to- 
wards them, they ſet fire to their camp, and went 
off in the utmoſt confuſion. They raiſed conſider- 
able contributions in ſeveral towns and villages, in 
Hanover and Brunſwick ; and had it been that a large 

body of our Army could have croſſed the Weſer, it 
vas 1magined, that the greateſt part ot them would 
dave either been killed, or taken priſoners ; but 
misfortune was attributed to the pontoon bridges 
not being able to come up this river in time. A 
great deal of rain all the morning; very cold wea- 
ther; exceſlive bad roads; and ſo dark that our 
march thereby was greatly retarded, 'The ground 
we encamped on extremely bad, 8 / 
eee 240000 MEER V NOV.

9. Marched, in four columns, and encamped at 
Wallingſtadt, the Army forming in four diff-rent 
camps, viz. Lord Granby's, Count Kilmanſegge's, 
the main body of the Army, and Lieut. General 
Hardenberg's. F 15 x 

- 10. At.the ſignal of three cannon, fred quick, 
which was to be repeated from the different corps; 
the whole to get under arms, and form in order of 
battle. Lord Granby's corps had ſeveral skirmishes 
with the enemy; killed ſeveral, and took a great 
many priſoners, beſides ſome of their heavy artille- 
ry, chat, they could not get off, owing to the bad- 
neſs of the roads. His Lordship was pleaſed to men- 
tion, that He was ſenſible of the fatigues we had 
lately undergone; therefore ordered us two pounds 
of bread per day, inſtaed of one pound and a half. 
11. Stormy weather, and a great deal of rain for 
Free paſt. The enemy vas retreating to- 

wards Caſſel, in order to go into cantoonments. 
12. Marched into our ſeveral cantoonments; the 
Grenadiers, Coldſtream, and Third Regiments at 
Erecksburg, Hundſtruck, and Luthurt. The follou- 
ing Nai en commanded by Lieut. Gen. Conway. 
viz. Frift Regiment of Guards, Hodgſon s, Bockland s, 
Barrington's Leib Regiment; one battalion Imhoff's, 
} | Harden- 
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Hardenberg's, and la Chevalier, with a train of ſix- 
teen pieces of artillery. Marched and encamped 
upon the Hube, where the whole was to aſſemble 
upon the firing of nine cannon, if occaſion required. 
. NoveMBER 13, to 27. Halted. 28. Marched for 
our Winter quarters, and cantooned at Ofchershau- 
ſen, Schafolendorf, and Ohlcaſten. The eight bat- 
talions encimped on the Hube, broke up this morn- 
ing, and the Firſt Regiment of Guards joined us. 

29. Marched and cantooned at Hagenhauſen, Bor- 
gen, and Lad-Verde. 

30. Halted. 

DECEMBER 1. Marched fhro' Hameln, and cantoon- 
ed at Fiſchbeck, Ollendorff, and Crukenbruck. 
2. Marched and cantooned in Minden and its en- 
virons, which is a large well built town, ſituated 
on the Weſer, tolerably fortified, and a ſtrong gar- 
riſon of Pruſſians in it. Near this place was tought 
that memorable battle, wherein a handful of the Bri- 
tish infantry defeated the greateſt part of the French 
Army. | 

3. Halted. 

4. The Coldſtream and Third Regiments, marched 
from their ſeveral cantoonments, joined the Brigade 
at Minden; cantooned at Lubeke and its environs. 
The Coldſtream and Third had a very hard day's 
march, it being very late when they got into their 
quarters, 

5. Marched and cantooned at Oſter Chapelle, 
Bompta, &c. 55 

6. Halted. | 

7. Marched and arrived at our Winter quarters 
at OSNABRUCK, after a great deal of fatigue and toil ; 
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and fortunately ſince we began our march the 28th 
of laſt month ve had fine froſty weather. 

From the $th of DECEMRER, to the 4th of Apris, 
nothing extra happened. |

Otnaburck is well built, ſurrounded with water, 
and on all ſides covered with high hills. Proviſions 
are not very plenty; cheeſe, fowls, and all forts ot 
grain, are carried over land, about 30 ſtone, that is, 
ninety English miles, which enhances the prices to 
an exorbitant rate, eſpecially now that the Army, or 
at leaſt a great part of it Hes in this Bishoprick. |, 

The inhabitants are moſtty either of the Romish 
or Lutheran perſuaſion, though there is a ſect, who 
call themfelves Reformiors, that is, of the reformed 
Religion, anſwering pretty” much to thoſe called 
D in Scotland, at leaſt in point of Church 
Government. | 

Jews are intirely prohibited to ſettle, or carry on 
any trade here, as in other parts of Germany; but 
now there are numbers of them in this town and 
Bishoprick, who follow and get their living by the 

This Bishoprick generally devolves to one of the 
youngeſt Princes of the Blood Royal of England, 
who is to be nominated by the Noble Chapter; not- 
withſtanding it happened lately, that a Bishop ot 
Munſter and a Prince of the Houſe of Bavaria, was 
erected Bishop of Oſnabruck; for as ſoon as a Bi- 
shop of the Royal Family of Great Britain dies, the 
Chapter has a power to appoint any Prince he ae 
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Belonging to the Cathedral Church, are 24 Ca- 
nons, of which 21 are Roman Catholicks, the other 
three Lutherans. 

To St. John's Church belong twelve Canons, of 
which only one is of the Lutheran Faitn. Tho' 
theſe are ſtilled Canons, they are only Vicars. 

In St Mary's Church, in the Market-place, thers 
is a Choir, built at the expence of English mer- 
chants, who about 4eo years ago, eſtablished a com- 
pany in this town, and were entitled to a Staple 
Hoſe. - 

St. Mary's is a very ſtately and beautiful ſtrue- 
ture, and has three Lutheran Clergymen, Here 
Divine Service is performed every Sunday by our 
own Chaplains. 

Io the Weſt fide of the town Rands a Sluce, or 
Caſtle, which was built by the Father of King 
GEORGE I. who was Bishop of Oſnabruck, be- 
fore he was made Flector of Hanover, and ſon to 
the Bishop Exxesr August. | 

'T his place is noted for the famous treaty of Weſt- 
phalia, and the pictures of all the Ambaſſadors at 
that memorable Congreſs, are {till to be ſeen in the 
"Town Houſe. | 
It was the firſt Bishoprick that was founded in 
Weſtphalia, by the Emperor Charles the Great, 
whoſe ſtick and cheſſe play, are now to be ſeen in 
the Cathedral. 

This Bishoprick, contains about 15,000 houſes, 
is divided into fitty parishes, fome of the Romish 
Religion, ſome of Luthers, and ſome of both. The 
City hath 1200 houſes in it.] . 
The foil is not very fertile, and the place is ſup- 
plied by all forts of grain from the Weſer. But 
| L 3 vaſt 
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vaſt quantities of linnen cloth, very much like the 
Irish are manufactured here. Formerly they ex- 
es this commodity to the Indies, by vay of 
England, but ſince the duty was raiſed, in favour 
of the Irish trade, all the linnen is ſent to Lisbon, 
or Cadis. Here are tao Cloiſters, one of Jeſuits, 
the other of Monks; and near the town 1s a Con- 
vent of Nuns.
